A slrje, pan of a poncho, a hatchet. 
a note book and a number of coins 
established the identity cf the ^kele- 
tons. From hillmen capture:! and in- 
terviewed it was learned that the 
murder probably occurred on .May It. 
and that the deed was accomplished 
under the leadership of a chief of the 
name Ayhao. 


Ayhao. in the guise of friendship, 


became the guide of the Kvereti par- 
ty, and one night, just because "he 
felt like killing some one." drugged 
the party with 'he fumes of the tu.v- 
ugtuyus: plant. 
He and his followers 


then fell upon their victims and slew 
them. 


Major Ahern found that upon his 


approach most of the hillmen flen. 
among them the nrchmsirderer, wtio 
was reported in the fastness-es of the 
hills. 
As the rations had becom- 


nearly exhausted, much of the rice 
having been spoiled by rain, Major 
Ahern followed th« trail no longer, 
bnf. gathering the skeleton^ and such 
effects as were found, returned to 
his base.
